tended to write yon this week, not 
wishing to weary your patience or 
that of yonr readers, bnt 1 find so 
much to write about that I will make j 
too long letters if I only write semi 
monthly.

One thing i 
have noticed very ! 


particularly since being in this state, < 
and that is observance of Sunday, 
and also the sobriety of the people. 
i have not seen a half doxen intoxi- 
cated persona since i have been m 
the state, and on Sundays all places 
of business, such as cigar stores and 
drag stores, are closed, and I see no 
crowds looting around saloons, to 
speak of. There is a law now in 
force in thin state that any one ap 
plying for license to sell liquors of 
any kind must get a petition signed 
by a majority of the citizens of the 
ward, or town, if not a city, and the 
names of the signers published in 
some newspaper, before the commis- 
sioners can grant a license; conse- 
quently in many of the towns it is 
impossible to get a license.

Jacksonville will scarcely grant -a 
license after tho terms now in force 
•xpire. 


One feature about the water here 


is peculiar: when first taken from 
the well or spring it seems -warm, but 
let it stand in a pitcher or bucket f 01 
a half day in the shade and it it- 
cooler than when first taken out 
The water obtained from drive welh 
or springs is very clew, sweet am!

old, a native of Florida, and who can 
remember "when it was under Span- 
ish rule, was formerly an extensive 
stock raiser and "cotton planter.

A VERDICT FOB THK DEARDOFFS. 


The testimony in the somewhat cele- 


brated case of the Deardoffa—father and 
son—against the Wabash railway to re- 
cover damages tor injuries received by 
Brook Deardoff, the son, was air given to 
the jury last evening, and this morning 
the sealed verdict was opened and an- 
nounced by Judge Smith. The verdict 
was $2917 for Brook Deardoff and 8800 
for Jacob Deardoff, the father. This case 
has been iu court for some time. At the 
first trial the verdict was $1500 for the 
son, and $300 for the father; at the sec- 
ond trial the son got a verdict for 83,000, 
and the fa the r one for $1,000. Each time 
the verdict was set aside ou the defend- 
ant making the point that the verdict was 
contrary to the evidence. Brook Dear- 
doff was in the employ of the Wabaah 
road as brakeinan at the time he was 
hurt. It was ou the night of the 17th of 
January, 1880, that the accident occurred 
at the Water street crossing of the road. 
A projecting piece of railroad iron on a 
fiat-car knocked him down, and falling 
under the wheels one of his feet was 
crushed so that it had to be amputated. 
Brook was then a minor. The company 
will probably take the case to the appel- 
late court, as they cannot have the ver- 
dict set aside again in the circuit court.
